to draw for "emergency purposes." 
If this is not sufficient, officials are 
in favor of doing everything need- 
ed to equip a powerful air fleet and 
let congress later make up any de- 
ficiency incurred. 
Balked at use of the United 
States navy and disappointed over 
the inability of the coast to cope 
with the smugglers, prohibition of- 
ficials said the air fleet scheme was 
the "best het."

BOSTON, 
June 19.—Straining 


at her anchor in Boston harbor, 
the famous steamship Leviathan, 
described as the "most stupendous 
and beautiful thing afloat," awaited 
the command of Captain Hartley 
today to begin her momentous trial 
trip. 
The sailing hour has been 
set for 2 o'clock this afternoon. 
The cruise will be in southern wa- 
ters and will last five or six days, 
returning to New York on June 
24. 


Reconditioned after her notable 
war experience at a cost of 98,- 
000,000, the former German liner 
Vaterland, is carrying 600 govern- 
ment officials, members of 
con- 
gress, marine engineers and news- 
papermen on a trial trip that IB ex- 
pected to prove this floating palace 
is in shape to begin her career in 
the trans Atlantic trade as 
the 


queen of the American merchant 
marine.Held as "Joy Ride." 


While critic* of the trial trip 


have 
described it as a "million 
dollar joy ride." Albert D. Lasker, 
retiring chairman of the United 
States shipping 
board, 
declared 


that only $13,000 would be ex- 
pended on the trip in addition to 
$109,000 stipulated in the recon- 
ditioning contract for making such 
a trip to demonstrate the fitness of 
the ship for regular passenger serv- 
ice. 
The trial trip has been a 


storm center of attack b> the dem- 
ocratic national committed wJiich 
described It "a wasteful expnedl- 
tur* of the taxpayers' money." On 
the other-handt the to

"watchdog of the treasury," Rep- 
resentative Martin Madden of Illi- 
nois, chariman of the house com- 
mittee on appropriations, warmly 
approved the trip.

ing the trip to gather information 
to present to congress next Decem- 
ber. 


Former German Ships. 


Built in Hamburg, the Vaterland 


was commissioned in 1914 as the 
largest passenger vessel afloat. She 
had made only three voyages across 
the Atlantic under the German flag 
When she was interned in August, 
J914, in New. York. 
When the 


United States entered the war in 
1917, the government seized 
the 


vessel and used her as a troop ship. 
The vessel was rechristened Le- 
viathan and during her service as 
a transport she carried 110,591 
Soldiers to France, breaking the 
world's troop transportation rec- 
ord. 


With the end of the war con- 


gress 
decided 
the 
Leviathan 


should be reconditioned and 
put 
into the American passenger serv- 
ice. The work was done at New- 
port News, Va., and thousands of 
workmen were employed in refit- 
ting the boat. 


The Leviathan will begin

regular passenger service between 
New York, Cherbourg and South- 
ampton on July 14

Davis will explain his plan on a na- 
tion wide tour either late this sum- 
mer of early la the fall. 
On the 
trip he will visit every state and 
speak In every large city from coast 
to coast.

revolution in Bulgaria is significant in mp.re 
than one respect. In the first place, it marks the de- 


'- «™»rf not the fall, of what has been called the Green 


International in that section of Europe. The Peasant 
government of Stamboulisky, came as a result of the 
coup which drove Ferdinand from the throne and exiled 
or imprisoned all those who were responsible for throw- 
mg Bulgaria on the side of the Central powers during 
the Great War. It has been carrying on the govern- 
ment with an autocratic power, and it has not been 
strong enough or constructive enough to hold in leash 
i the common people in whose interest it was established. 
j, 
^ In the second place, it marks a return to the more 


vigorous policy in international affairs which has mark- 
ed the Bulgarian government in the past, and which 
has done so much to stir up war in the Balkan region. 
The rise to power of this old international cabal is rife 
.with serious possibilities. Bulgaria, like Germany andj 
Turkey, has been heavily mortgaged for generations bv j 
file post-war treaties. Thus far, Germany has found it i 
impossible to meet the requirements, and her enemies j 
charge that she has wilfully evaded them. Turkey bids 
fair to get free from her load. And, undoubtedly, Bul- 
garia, seeing this, feels it has now come her turn to 
thumb her nose at tile allies. The allies are not at all 
united, and just as Turkey has been able to play one 
Against the other, so this new government which has 
taken the reins in Bulgaria may start to play the old 
diplomatic game which has not only made the Balkans 
the cockpit of Eastern Europe, but has been able to 
drag in the other European powers. 


It must be remembered that it was the scheming 


M Serbia against Austria, leading to the assassination 
of the heir to the Austrian throne, which set all the 
world on fire in 1914. The Bulgarian revolution indi- 
cates that the menace of the Balkans is still with us. 
3£e Bulgarians are the Puritans of the East. In char- 
acter, in thrift, in culture, and in religious ideals they 
are far in advance of all the surrounding states. Such 
a people, .stung into resentment by real or fancied 
wrongs and oppressions, can with difficulty be kept 
-down; and they can make a good deal of trouble for 
the rest of Europe.

i Home building way be the moat 
fascinating thin*; In the world, or It 
may be actual misery, depending 
upon the home bnllder, upon the 
competence of the architect and the 
contractor who are responsible for 
carrying out the builder'a idea*. To 
get the real Joy out of building one'* 
home, and to achieve the best re- 
sults, a certain amount of knowledge 
of the methods of building to neces- 
sary. The architect to always sur- 
prised when he-finds how little the 
owner actually know* about the 
building of his contemplated home. 
In many Instance* he cannot under* 
atand the drawings, and is not able 
to vlsualiuze the finished building. 
Yet there should be Infinite pleasure 
In the building of one's own home, 
a* there la In the creation of any 
other thing. Each home should be 
not only beautiful but should have 
a certain amount of personality of 
the owner and builder. 


The selection of the alt* to always 
an Important thing. The most de- 
alrable house, if it to badly placed, 
will be an unsuccessful home. I do 
not necessarily mean by badly 
placed, that It need face in any one 
particular direction, but that It 
should be situated in the most de- 
sirable place for the family which 
are to live In It For example, a 
house situated a long way from 
schools and churches, as well as the 
owner's place of business, would be 
badly placed, no matter how beauti- 
ful the situation mlghfe be. One 
must consider good water, safe sew- 
age disposal, good schools, the avail- 
ability of gas and electricity, and 
good streets, and I might add, good 
neighbors. 


After the location I* decided upon, 
financing the building to the next 
step to be considered, and it Is wise 
to have a third of the cost before 
beginning. Be sure that you have 
a clear title to the property and be 
sure that your arrangements for the 
payments on your building have 
been completed. 


Selecting the Architect 


j The next step is the selection of 
an architect Here it pays to be 
cautious. The service* of a capable 
man are worth much more than he 
charges you. 
The services of a 
poor architect are absolutely worth-

•* s Ings necessary to the construction of 
5 the building and these drawings In- 
^ elude, beside little sketches of the 
proposed bouse, plans of every floor, 
and elevations of every aide, drawn 
to scale; also drawings of the more 
complicated pieces of construction 
' snd even drawings of all moulding 


and ornaments. Then, too, he should 
furnish a detailed and complete 
specification describing materials, 
manufacture and method of erection 
of everything that goes Into the 
house. All this work which the' ar- 
chitect must do is very little appre- 
dated by the average home builder. 
I venture to say that no one who is 
not an architect realises the num- 
ber of days which it has taken to 
prepare the designs needed. It Is 
not the actual drawing that .takes 
so long but the thought and care 
necessary to secure the maximum 
of useable space on every floor and 
to perfect the appearance of the ex- 
terior. There is one piece of advice 
which I would give In the selection 
«f an architect and that is, the man 
who is willing to work too cheaply 
to not worth employing because he 
cannot gin yon the value of your 


The 'architect's first duties art to 


develop the client's ideas into work- 
able form by means of sketches, so 
that the size and general appear- 
ance of the building, as wen as ap- 
proximate cost, may be determined. 
This Is not an easy thing to do. 
Much patience Is needed on both 
sides. Always remember that an 
architect cannot by some magic 
make a big house? aost aa little as 
• small one, nor can he tell yon. be- 
fore the working drawings are 
made what the cost-will be. Always 
remember that an architect is em- 
ployed to design your home, but 
that It is the contractor's business 
to build It 
j 
Size of Rooms. 


i If yon know exactly the size of 
the house yon want the number of 
'rooms and the dimensions of the 
rooms, yon will save yourself and 
your architect much work. Remem- 
ber always that while large rooms 
•re usually desirable, large rooms 
cannot be put into small bouses. 
Home builders do not always real- 
Ise that low ceilings in a small 
house win make the house seem 
larger and will b* far better to look 
at than higher ceilings would be. 
Before yon decide to have large 
openings between your hall and liv- 
ing room, aid the nail and dining 
room, consider wnetner yon really 
wish to give an tmpreselon of space 
a* you enter ye*r house or do yon 
prefer the eoxtnea* of smaller, more 
Intimate rooms. Thl« yon must 
decide for yoonetf, tb* architect 
cannot dedde these things for you.

Stucco IB a popular building ma- 
terial. It makes an attractive .ex- 
terior wall of a home, and by -the 
addition of what .la known aa a 
"dash" various shades and colors 
may be obtained. It also gives the 
appearance of permanence at a rea- 
sonable cost. Stucco may be ap- 
plied over most any of the materi- 
als used in homes, over, -wood or 
metal lath, brick or hollow clay 
building tile. The home shown in 
.the accompanying illustration is a 
good example of the pleasing effect 
that may be obtained by applying 
stucco to the exterior walls; 
V ThUr home was specially designed 
for. a narrow lot, as it. is only 21 
feet 6 Inches wide, by, 32 feet long, 
exclusive of a 7-foot projection at 
the rear, for porch and pantry, with 
a sleeping porch above. The house 
contains six good rooms, exclusive 


of the sun parlor at the front and 
the sleeping porch at the rear. As 
will be seen by the floor plans, there 
is a, large living room, with a cor- 
cner fireplace at the front while 
connected with It is a large dining 
room. The double opening between 
these two rooms, and the large en- 
trance hall at the side of the liv- 
ing room give the first floor a spa- 
ciousness that is most desirable. 
All rooms on the first floor are con- 
nected, so that the work of caring 
for the home can be done with:a 
-minimum of steps. The second floor 
contains three good-sized bedrooms, 
bathroom and sleeping porch. 
While rthe exterior of this home 
has the appearance of being a plain, 
square house, the hip roof exten- 
sion and the sunparlor and front 
porch, break the plainness and 
make the exterior attractive. The 


house is set on a concrete founda- 
tion and has a full basement to ac- 
commodate the heating plant fuel 
Storage and laundry beside the 
storage space for lawn and garden 
tools, fruits,- vegetables, etc. 
The straight foundation and up- 


per walls make this an economical 
home to build. The cost will vary 
with the type of construction, 
frame with either wood or metal 
lath, costing less than the more 
substantial construction of brick or 
hollow tile, or concrete block.

^ Every building should rest on a 
strong, durable foundation. By in- 
suring uniform distribution of the 
weight of the building on the soil, 
such 9 fonnflstlort prolongs the life 
of the building, prevents settle- 
ment and cracking of walls and re- 
duces maintenance and repair 
costs. Concrete meets all require- 
ments so well that it is now being 
used for basement and foundation 
construction almost to the exclu 
•ton of other materials. Concrete 
la always used to support sky- 
scrapers and Is so moderate in cost 
that it is economical to use It for 
JSS^'SS? of eTCtt the "MMwt 
farm buildings. Sand and pebbles 
»*ke up the bulk of a concrete 
mixture and can usually be ob- 
tained locally at moderate cost, 
sometimes for only the labor of 
digging. Fqrms are easily made by 
"?£ OQe having average carpenter 
skill, and mixing and placing is 
done by common labor under intel- 
ligent supervision. 


Concrete foundations are unin- 
jured by freezing, thawing or other 
weather changes. They are rat- 
proof, fireproof, economical and 
permament as a foundation can be 
made. 


Many cities in rat-infested dis- 
tricts have passed ordinances vre- 
qniring that buildings be made rat- 
proof with concrete floors and 
foundation walls, because no rat 
can gnaw through concrete. 
By 


keeping rats out of a storage 
building, a concrete foundation or 
basement wall will in a short time 
prevent waste or destruction of 
food or other products equal to its 
cost 


Concrete foundation and base- 


ment walls are of two'types, those 
made of concrete cast in place and 
those built of precast units, such 
aa concrete block. Both types have,

block walls are usually less expen- 
sive than solid concrete walls, but 
where loads are very heavy or

ment and concrete pilasters or but- 
tresses are easily added.

have strength to withstand the lat 
era! pressure of the. soil and also 
must be watertight. 


For all types of buildings It Is 
essential to extend the foundation 
below possible frost 
penetration 


even the firm-bearing soil if fount 
at a shallower depth. 
Then the 


foundation will not be upheaved by 
freezing. The depth to which frost 
penetrates varies and may be as 
much as six feet in' sections where 
winters are severe.

numerable may be saved in doing 
the housework? When we come to 
the second floor, the question of 
bedrooms;

All these:things must be 
decided by the bnllder and not by 
the architect. 


Avoid. Freak House. 
. to building a bouse which is "In- 
dividual," do not try to make it so 
unusual that it is ridiculous. There 
are so many types fitted to your 
climate from which to select, that 
there seems to be no good reason 
to build freak houses. 


You may have decided that the 
services of an architect are not nec- 
essary. Yon may .feel that you wish 
to go to a'builder and have him 
buildVour house. If you do this, 
be quite sure of the fact that little 
money, If any, will be saved, be- 
cause a builder must have pans to 


work from and he will be obliged 
to have them made and you, of 
course, will have to pay him for 
having it done. After you have se- 
lected your plans, you will send 
them out to several-builders, doubt- 
less, and will accept the lowest es- 
timate. You should not send the 
plans to .any builder to whom you 
are not willing to give the job if 
the price Is satisfactory, remem- 
bering, always, that it costs a 
builder a considerable sum of 
money to make such an estimate; 


You should never sign a contract 


with s builder unless you have per- 
fect confidence that he is able to 
carry through the construction of 
the house. There are two sides to 
each contract and when you have 
signed one, remember that if you 
expect the contractor to live up to 
his, you, too, have agreed to cer- 
tain things, and unless you live up 
to your part of the contract you 
cannot expect him to abide by his. 


One thing which an owner should 


always remember is that every 
change after the building is started, 
means an additional cost To 


change the position of a door, a 
window, or the electrical outlets, 
costs money and should it seem Im- 
perative to make these changes, it 
should be talked over with your 
architect and the cost decided upon 
before the work-is done. One thing 
the home builder should never' do, 
and that is to give individual in- 
structions to the workmen on the 
job. The workman is not wording 
for you, but for the contractor, jmd 
the order should come directly from 
him.. Every architect and contrac- 
tor expects and desires the owner 
to visit the building while in course 
of construction, but resents con- 
stant Interference with the work. 
The best-liked clients, or the one 
the architect and contractor pre- 
fers to work with, is the one who 
understands his plans, reads the 
specifications, knows what the con- 
tractor has agreed to do, and in- 
sists upon his doing it 
But he 
does resent the owner asking to 
have something done he has not 
agreed to do, unless he is willing to 
cheerfully pay the cost.

The employment of stucco as the 


covering of the outside walls of the 
lower part of frame houses adds 
much to their attractiveness. For 
by the employment of this material 
an appearance of permanence- is 
given without much addition to the 
cost Such a house is shown In the 
accompanying illustration. This Is 
a story-and-a-half frame structure, 
the second floor extending only over 
the main part of the building. 


How attractive it has been made 


by the use of a series of gables in 
the room, the artistic entrance, and 
the covered driveway leading to the 
garage la shown by the illustration. 
The walls up to the second floor 


sill line have been covered with 
stucco, while above In the gables 
standard clapboard siding has been 
used. 


The house contains seven rooms, 


bath, a sun parlor, and two sleep- 
ing porches, one on the first floor 
and one on the second. How well 
these are arranged and their dimen- 
sions are shown by the floor plans. 
It will be noted that the living room 
and dining room are both in the 
front and are separated by the en- 
trance hall.

METAL PROTECTS FROM FIRE 


The metal fabrics used In connec- 


tion with cement stucco have 
proven more or less of a success. 
In many of the earlier structures 
the metal fabric was not complete- 
ly imbedded in the cement, with the 
result that the metal has rusted out 
rind the cement stucco (which was 
only three-quarters of an Inch 
thick) has broken badly. In later
